PLAN IS EXPLAINED 



The Narberth Building and Loan 
Association will issue its new 48th 
Series of Stock at its next meeting, 
Thursday evening, September 5. 

This Building and Loan Associa- 
tion has been in existence for over 22 
years, and about every six months ma- 
tures a series of stock. The last Short 
Term Series was matured this month, 
and checks have been sent out. The 
next one to mature will be a Long 
Term Series in November, and con- 
sequently a number of people have 
benefited by having their stock ma- 
ture this year. 

It is hardly possible to reach all the 
readers of "Our Town" and explain 
to them personally the benefit of being 
associated with the Narberth Build- 
ing and Loan Association. It is one 
of the best ways of saving money that 
is known, and the long and success- 
ful operation of this Association, man- 
aged by men well known in this com- 
munity, and the large loans on Nar- 
berth property, makes it distinctly a 
local institution of the highest char- 
acter. 

There are two kinds of building and 
loan investors. The first, those who 
want to purchase a home, take out a 
building and loan mortgage and be- 
come stockholders until this mortgage 
is paid off. Second, those who desire 
to make monthly payments on what is 
known as free stock (stock that is not 
borrowed against either for stock or 
mortgage loans) and who, by the pay- 
ment of certain sums each month, 
make an 8 per cent, investment that 
is always free and clear until ma- 
turity, when they are paid off in cash. 

The ideal situation from the Asso- 
ciation . standpoint is always to have 
, free stock shareholder^ thai; pay ^J^^Z^i^^- 
enough money each month to take^ * p 
care of the mortgage loans that are 
required. 

There are two classes of stock is- 
sued by the Narberth Building and 
Loan Association. The first, called 
the Long Term Series, matures in 
about eleven years and two months. 
Each share requires a monthly pay- 
ment of $1.00 with an entrance fee the 
first month only of 25 cents. In other 
words, by paying $1.00 a month for 
about 136 months, you will receive 
$200 for each share held. 

The second class, or Short Term 
Series, matures in about six and a half 
years on the payment of $2.00 each 
month with an extra payment the first 
month of 25 cents as an entrance fee. 
Therefore, by paying in $2.00 each 
month for 78 months investors receive 
$200 for each share carried. 

"The ideal way," says Carl B. Metz- 
ger, a director of the Association, "is 
to take a few shares in each series 
opened, so that when they start to 
mature you will receive a check each 
six months for as long as you keep up 
your payments. 

"It is not necessary to attend the 
meeting each month in Elm Hall in 
Narberth from 7 until 9 in the eve- 
ning, as checks can be mailed, ad- 
dressed to the Association at Nar- 
berth, and your cancelled check will 
always be a receipt and you will be 
given proper credit on the books of 
the Association. 

"Either the Merion Title & Trust 
Co. or the Narberth National Bank 
will accept checks or cash in payment 
of your building and loan, and either 
of these banks will be very glad to 
arrange your stock in the new series 
for you. 

"Remember, Thursday evening, Sep- 
tember 5, at Elm Hall, in Narberth, 
from 7 until 9, the new series will 
open."

Narberth retained its two-game 
margin over Berwyn when Howard 
Graham won his eleventh game out of 
fourteen contests, outpitching Mc- 
Cauley, Brookline's ace, for Narberth's 
fourth straight victory, triumphing 2-0. 

Howard and McCauley, arch rivals 
in local baseball insofar as pitching 
prestige is concerned, tugged and 
strained upon the greensward for full 
nine innings, with the ingenious 
Graham victorious in the end. Inning 
after inning Howard and the pride of 
the Brookline Club scaled the pinnacle 
to hold their respective rival club in 
submission, the former striking out 
four and walking only one, while three 
local batsmen failed to make any 
headway^with the hickory, two snatch-,, . 

With the exception of the second 
inning, when Brookline loaded the 
coigns, Narberth was never in high 
water, while a hit and an error clinched 
the victory in the sixth. Martin, Nar- 
berth's winged-foot first-baseman, and 
Leuthe, of the rival clan, were the 
outstanding trouble-makers with the 
mace in this game, each coming 
through with an average of .500.

The second part of our main prob- 
lem has to do with increasing the po- 
lice force. When the present system 
was installed in 1922, the population 
of the borough was slightly in excess 
of four thousand, while I am reliably 
informed that it is approximately 
sixty-five hundred today, a growth of 
more than 60 per cent, in seven years. 
The borough has reached the point 
where some one in authority should 
be on call at all times, and I am of 
the opinion that we can work out 
something in conjunction with our 
present arrangement with the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works. 

My suggestion would be the em- 
ployment of a police sergeant with 
headquarters in Borough Hall and di- 
rect connection with the Ardmore po- 
lice station. At the present time, 
Lower Merion Township is paying 
men in this position $2200 per year, 
and it would be my idea to select a 
man who would be thoroughly capable 
of taking charge. 

It is now necessary for us to call 
for extra men two or three times a 
month, and even at that we can do 
more to look after the school chil- 
dren.

Fifteen years ago Morris A. Barr, 
an Ardniore carpenter, built a modest 
little home at the foot of the historic 
and picturesque hills of Valley Forge.

The annual Dahlia Exhibit of the 
Pennsylvania Horticultural Society, in 
association with the Garden Clubs, will 
be held at Bryn Mawr this year on 
September 27 and 28.

Import Beetle Parasites 

to Help Control Pests 

Four large shipments of Japanese 
beetle parasites, imported from Japan 
to be released later in the warfare 
against the pests, have just been re- 
ceived by the Experimental Labora- 
tory at Moorestown, N. J., conducted 
by the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

The parasites, which lay their eggs 
on the backs of the beetles, thereby 
causing their death, have been shipped 
from the field laboratory of the U. S. 
Bureau of Entomology at Yokohama, 
Japan. Two of these shipments con- 
sist of Japanese beetle larvae parasi- 
tized by two species of flies. 

The other two shipments were adult 
wasps of the species native to Korea. 
The prevalence of these enemy para- 
sites in the original home of the beetle 
is the reason why these destructive 
insects are not a great menace to vege- 
tation in Japan and Korea. 

Loren B. Smith, entomologist in 
charge of the laboratory at Moores- 
town, reported that the parasites have 
arrived in good condition. The ship- 
ment of wasps were in tin cans pro- 
vided with food and water in order to 
keep them alive. The first shipment 
of 5285 wasps arrived with 86.5 per 
cent, alive, while the second shipment 
of about 5700 somewhat older adults 
were 64.7 per cent, alive.

Green Mountain Range 

Offers Refreshing Tour 

Two main trunk highways running 
north and south on each side of the 
Green Mountain range in Vermont 
have been used as the basis of a motor 
vacation journey that the Keystone 
Automobile Club has mapped for tour- 
ists desiring a pleasant jaunt into New 
England. 

"A vacation trip through the Green 
Mountain section will permit travelers 
to take many side trips into attractive 
and interesting places," says Joseph 
Murphy, supervisor of the Ardmore 
branch of the club. "Through the 
centre of Vermont the famous moun- 
tain chain extends from the Massa- 
chusetts line to the Canadian border. 
Good connecting roads thread their 
way through the east and west val- 
leys and each of these side roads leads 
through highly scenic regions." 

At the southern end of the range 
stands Mt. Equinox, near Manchester, 
while giant Mt. Haystock rises a few 
miles beyond. Near Rutland is Kil- 
lington Peak with its expansive and i 
delightful view for miles on every side. \ 
At the north is Mt. Mansfield with its] 
attractive and scenic Smuggler's i 
Notch: Across the entire summit of 
the Green Mountains extends the 
famous Lone Trail's paradise for hik- 
ers and campers. 

From here the tour leads north 
through Bridgeport to Norristown, 
where national route 122 is met and 
followed through Centre Square and 
Montgomery ville into Doylestown. 
Here a left turn into the Lackawanna 
Trail marked as national route 611 
leads through Eastern and the Dela- 
ware Water Gap to East Stroudsburg. 
From here national route 209 is fol- 
lowed into Port Jervis, N. Y. 

Northward over national route 6-N 
the journey winds through Middle- 
town and Wurtsboro to Kingston on I 
the west bank of the Hudson River. 
Here national route 9-W is followed i 
along the river through Albany to 
Watervliet, where .the. stream is 
crossed into Troy. From here State 
route 7 is used to Bennington,' the 
"Gateway to Vermont." 

Industrially Bennington is one of 
the most thriving cities in Vermont. 
Historically it treasures the Benning- 
ton Battle Monument commemorating 
General Stark's victory over Burgoyne 
in the Revolution along with many 
other landmarks of early days of the 
nation's history. Northward from 
Bennington, which is for the most part 
wide, graded earth road, national route 
7 passes through attractive country- 
side into Manchester, a summer resi- 
dence and resort town. Here the first 
session of the Vermont Legislature 
was hfejtd '" 1788. From this central 
point a' "series of interesting side trips 
may be made. 

Following national route 7 north- 
ward, however, the tour leads into 
Rutland, where are located the world's 
deepest marble quarries. Encircling 
Rutland are twenty mountain peaks 
and an equal number.. of-, sp.arkliiig 
lakes within half an hour drive "of the 
city. In this section are also streams 
and ponds filled with trout, bass and 
pickerel. Northward the same high- 
way leads through some of the most 
delightful lake and mountain country, 
to Burlington, on the shore of Lake 
Champlain. Here is located the Uni- 
versity of Vermont and the town is 
considered the summer capital of the 
State. 

Across the lake lies Ausable Chasm, 
one of America's scenic masterpieces. 
Other worth-while side journeys can 
be made to North and South Hero 
Islands in the upper part of the lake; 
Mt. Mansfield and the Bolton Range. 
From Burlington, national route 2 is 
followed to Waterbury, in the heart of 



a dairying and maple sugar-producing 
section. Continuing over this route 
the travelers reach Montpelier, the at- 
tractive and historic State capital. Side 
trips lead to St. Johnsbury, Barre and 
the Wells River section, all abounding 
in scenic grandeur. 

From Barre State route 14 leads 
through Williamstown and Royalton 
to White River Junction, on the banks 
of the Connecticut River. This is the 
largest of five villages incorporated in 
the town of Hartford and its history is 
associated with Royalton, which was 
burned during the Colonial wars. 
Leaving 'Barre on the homeward jour- 
ney, State route 5 is 'followed over a 
few minor construction jobs along the 
river bank through Ascutney, Spring- 
field and Bellows Falls to Brattleboro. 
Here a left turn into State road 9 
leads to Bennington, where the same 
highways on which the tour started 
can he used on the homeward journey.

"It is indeed quite surprising how 
many fairly intelligent people will be 
taken in by these glowing literary 
'spreads,' and consequently send their 
hard-earned money to the quacks and 
unethical business men who thus gull 
the public. 

"If one is merely sufficiently literate 
to read an advertisement, and, in addi- 
tion, lives in a highly remote locality, 
there may be some excuse for him to 
become the prey of these conscience- 
less people, but it indeed is hard to 
understand why thousands of men and 
women who pride themselves upon 
their intelligence and education suc- 
cumb to these high-powered state- 
ments. 

"In the first place, it is unreason- 
able for anyone to imagine that he 
can be effectively treated for disease 
by mail. For example, consider rheu- 
matism. 'Rheumatism' as generally 
known is not always a definite disease, 
but often a complex of symptoms due 
to many and varied causes, often ob- 
scure. To conclude therefore that 
postage stamp pills, often containing 
little else of service than a laxative, 
will be able to cure this painful disease 
is a woefully misplaced trust."
